Small speakers that are merely driven by amps with a response 
that makes up for what the speaker lacks. 


I too am happy with a pair of AR units. Only problem is somehow I have to get one 
apart to fix/replace the tweeter control.

The 811A was originally designed for Class B operation. Usually Push-pull 
in audio and single tube or multiple parallel tubes in RF Amplifier Class B 
or AB operation. 


The 811A was designed for RF amplifiers in Class C operation. 


The 811A CAN be operated in Class C operation for slightly higher 
efficiency, but then is only good for CW or plate modulated AM telephony 
modes, not SSB which is the predominant "voice" mode today.
